LITTLE CHANGE 
IN SITUATION. 


Meeting of Citizens Last Night 


Quite Largely Attended— 


Committee Appointed. 


VICE PRESIDENT WILSON TALKS 


He With a Machinist, Representing 


the Local Union, Left For 


St, Paul Today. 


Of the large num ber of machinists 
who are still out on strike, including 
th e forty or more apprentices who 
w ent out yesterday m orning, there 
is not a man among them who feels 
th a t he would be justified in going 
back to his m achine and the breac h 
between the two contingent forces 
seems to be widening instead of be­ 
ing draw n together. 
Among those 
who compose the m achinists of this 
city are men who have worked at 
their trade from the 
begining and 
have lived here, reared their families 
and built their homes here 
There 
are are others of course 
who have 
drifted iu from time to tim e as the 
importance of the shops in this city 
have grown. These men, all persons 
of years of experience, backed by 
such an official as F o u rth Vice P re ­ 
sident Wilson to encourage them, 
have given the signal of tru e fight 
and the m atte r while of seeming 
small importance is claimed by them 
to be of great m agnitude as it affects 
m ost seriously th eir trade. 


The business men of this city, in 
common with the business men of 
other cities wherein the center of in­ 
terest is its railroad shops, have not 
forgotten the pall which they passed 
th ro u g h but a few y ears ago when 
every interest was affected and dis­ 
aster stared the m ajority of them in 
face. 
The business men of the city 
therefore are alert to the situation 
and the initiative has been taken to 
try if possible to a rb itra te the m atter 
between the two forces. 


A meeting was called last night of 
the citizens by M ayor Halsfced to 
discuss the situation and a 
goodly 
num ber responded. 
All were of the 
opinion th at som ething should be 
d o ie; th at some influence should be 
b rought to bear upon th e men us 
well as the company so th a t a trouble 
th a t might result most disasterousJy 
to the city as well as to other locali­ 
ties might be averted. 
There were 
none a t the m eeting th at would ven­ 
tu re an opinion as to th e right or 
w rong of the m atter, for they were 
not in a position to d ictate eith er to 
the men or the com pany how they 
should best proceed with th eir busi­ 
ness. 
M aster Mechanic Bean was 
present and gave a fair statem en t of 
the difficulty and the subset]uent 
events but did not discuss the m atter 
at all. 
He answered questions that 
were asked him and those present re­ 
ceived the information in an appre­ 
ciative manner. 
Someone suggested 
th a t the other side be heard and 
Vice P resident Wilson, who is in the 
city, was sent for. 


He soon appeared accompanied by 
a large num ber of the strikers and 
they all took their seats in the as­ 
sembly with other citizens. 
The 
vice president was called upon and 
he said that he was pleased to have 
an o p portunity to speak from the 
m achinist's standpoint. Fie said that 
though it had been proven that out­ 
riders never did do any good 
in a 
controversy of this kind, he was wil­ 
ling to tx* beard and 
was glad to 
have been called npon. 
He stated 
that the time had arrived when the 
machinists thought they had a g riev ­ 
ance. 
Owing to ttie lack of o rg an i­ 
zation in the past it wa- impossible 
to ask what they deemed was right, 
but they cow fest that the time had ar­ 
rived when they should strenuously 
object to their trade being peddled 
out to “ handy” men and th at their 
avocation be draged in the dust. 
He 
-aid in this instance they did not ask 
the discharge of the man who bad 
been placed on a 
m achine, 
bot to 
put him where he I x* longs to work up 
id the line of promotion, the way the 
other men bad done who are full 
fledged machinists. 
He dwelt at 
length on the product of the skilled 
American machinist and beld the* 
trade up as the best in the land. I 
“This particular instance, ’* he said, 
“seems like a trivial m atter, but very J 
often small m atters mvole large d e ­ 
tails4’. *He stated th at if they were 
in the wrong wC* *&d good, but be 
woald Tike to have a chance to deco I 
c a stra te to General M anager Coop 
er, of the N orthern Pacific system .

J. Cale was appointed to take up 
the m a tte r with the men to try aud 
affect some kind of a settlement.

city have not come to any agreem ent 
with each other a.- yet as to the prop­ 
er proeeedure in tic* m atter, and 
while every confidence is placed in 
the ability of the men on the citizen's 
committee, it is thought that they 
will not 
be able to do anything 
under the circum stances, it is under­ 
stood th a t General Manager Cooper 
of the N orthern Pacific is in favor of 
giving the men more time to think 
over tile m atter, aud th at the order 
which was issued th a t unless the men 
returned to work Thursday m o rn ­ 
ing at 7 o’clock they be considered 
as perm anently leaving the service of 
the company, be not adhered to. 
In 
speaking to several of the leading 
strik ers today they stated that they 
knew th a t this would be the outcome 
of th at o rd er; th a t an extention of 
time would be g ra n te d them to co n ­ 
sider the m a tte r m ore thoroughly, 
lu this the strikers believe that they 
have gained a point.

Of the large number of macbiolats 
who are still out on strike, including 
the forty or more apprentices who 
went out yesterday morning, there 
is not a mao among them who feels 
that fce would be justified in going 
hack to his machine and the breach 
between tbe two contingent forces 
seems to be widening instead of be­ 
ing drawn together. Among those 
who compose the machinists of this 
city are men who have worked at 
their trade from the begining and 
have lived here» reared their families 
and built their homes here' There 
are are others of course who have 
drifted in from time to time as the 
importance of the shops in this city 
have grown. These men. all persons 
of years of experience, backed by 
such an official as Fourth Vice Pre­ 
sident Wilson to encourage them, 
have given the signal of true fight 
and the matter while of seeming 
small importance is claimed by them 
to be of great magnitude as it affects 
most seriously their trade. 
The business men of this city, in 
common with the business men of 
other cities wherein the center of in­ 
terest is its railroad shops, have not 
forgotten the pall which they passed 
through but a few years ago wheu 
every interest was affected and dis­ 
aster stared the majority of them in 
face. The business men of the city 
therefore are alert to the situation 
and the initiative has been taken to 
try if 'possible to arbitrate the matter 
between the two forces. 
A meeting was called last night of 
the citizens by Mayor Hals ted to 
discuss the situation and a goodly 
number responded. All were of tbe 
opinion that something should be 
dose; that some influence should be 
brought to bear upon the men as 
well as the company so that a trouble 
that might result most disastrously 
to the city as well as to other locali­ 
ties might be averted. There were 
none at the meeting that would ven­ 
ture an opinion as to the right or 
wrong of the matter, for they were 
not in a position to dictate either to 
the men or the company how they 
should best proceed with their busi­ 
ness.
